The Bioux expeditlon is the sabject of
general conversstion bere, and 1 most be allowed,
with due deferepce to the opiniona of Indian Agents,
and our appareutiy ¢ffi ien: [ndan Commissioner in
Waalington, to exjress, through the H¥wivrp, not
ooly my own opinio:s sud feelings, but those of &
larg s majority o' cur sctual settlers in the Territory
Under the present orcer of things, we are inclined
to doubt whether, in the firet place, the expedition
under the commsod of Gen. Harney will reach the
deeired object, as ex ressed by the citizens of the
Territory. We meed troops, We need mounted
men—dragoomz—and those of trus metal—those,
indeed, used to the trinls aud privations attandant
upon & thorough frontier iife A dlsciplined soldiery,
under the commard of well trained cfficers, do well
enough to cope with thoe+ whose mode of warfare
corresponds in the main therewith; bat for lndian
fighting, we want those used to Indian strategy and
craftiness. Furthermore, #e need them, not sta
tioned 300 or 600 miles bayond us, as is the case,
but in close vicivity to the prospercus settlements
here, which now daily stand in fear of Indian de-
predations. We have no need for a “silk stook-
ing"” weoldiery, whom the Indians already here
term mere osquaws. Bot we are fold
that Commissioner Mavypenny avers there
Ia ro ceed of tbis ur any otder mods of punishing
the Indians npon the Flams for their numerons de-
predations—they are generally exaggerated reporis
—and the whites are to biave, &¢. How shu'd he

Speculaters from the States—High Priceof Flour

— Backward 8tason, Cld and Dreary— Effects

of the Reciprocity Tyeaty—Canadians Uniting

with Americams m Comstrucing Public Works
~— Grand Tyunk Raiiwaey—Parliament Stationed

at Quebec, &e.

The region of conptry burdering on the St Law-
rence, on the Canadisn eide, and opon the shores o
Lake Ontario, is filled with speculators from tha
Btates. Every article in teahape ot fine or conrse
grains, raw and maoufactured, is belng bougat up
for the Atlantic markets, The ecntire remoant of
wheat and flour is in Aiwserfoan hands; and though
the large Canadian dealers resp advantages from
the operations of the reciprocity tresty, their imme
diste nelghbora, the consumers, are not ao fortunata,
For instance, every bus'iel of wheat and barrel of
flour which is purchased, is immediately wransported
either to Ogdensburg, Oswego or Rochester, and
there beld for retail or transhipment to New York
and Beston. The consequence is, that flour has reach-
ed the New York retatl prices in the midst of this
wheat growing community, The article is now re-
turning to us in retail quantities, at prices ranging
from eleven to twelve dollara a barrel, & thing un-
precedented bere. Aucther season will be yuite
different; our farmers wnd deslers, from the expe.
rience already had, will be ready to meet thsir
Yarkee customeis Leresfier in a spirit of trafic
